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REMARKS 

By this Amendment, Applicants have canceled claims 10, 20, and 39-54, without 
prejudice or disclaimer, and added new claims 55-74. Claims 55-74 are pending. 
In the last Office Action, the Examiner 

(a) rejected claims 10, 20, 39-54 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, H 2 as indefinite, 

(b) rejected claims 20 and 44-48 under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as directed to non- 
statutory subject matter, 

(c) rejected claims 10, 20, 39, 42-44, 47, and 48 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) 
over the article, "Recent Enhancements to PVM" (Beguelin), 

(d) rejected claims 40, 41 , 45, and 46 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over Beguelin 
and the article, "How Debuggers Work" (Rosenberg), 

(e) rejected claims 49, 50, 53, and 54 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over Beguelin 
and U.S. Patent No. 5,193,180 {Hastings), and 

(f) rejected claims 51 and 52 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over Beguelin, 
Hastings, and Rosenberg. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the rejections of claims 10, 20, and 39-54. 
Applicants, however, have canceled claims 10, 20, and 39-54, without prejudice or 
disclaimer of the subject matter contained therein. Accordingly, the rejections of claims 
10, 20, and 39-54 are moot. Applicants reserve the right to pursue the subject matter in 
those claims at a later time in the present application or another application, such as a 
continuation. 

Applicants have added new claims 55-74. Applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration of this application and the timely allowance of the pending claims.
